FORD FILES $1,000,000 SUIT 
AGAINST CHICAGO TRIBUNE 


Wants Sum as Damages Because, He 
Alleges, He Was Called 
“Anarchist” in Editorial. 


was filed by Henry Ford, the Detroit 
automobile manufacturer, against the 
Chicago Tribune in the United States 
District Court here today. Ford asks 
for personal damages as compénsation 
for an editorial printed in the Tribune 
June 23, which, it is charged, calied Ford 
an anarchist.“ 

The bill charges that the Tribune 
“sought to bring the plaintiff into public 
hatred, contempt, ridicule and financial 
injury.“ by publishing the editorial. 

The editorial, it is charged, referred 
to Ford as ignorant,“ a deluded hu- 
man being! and an anarchistic enemy 
to the nation which protects him in his 
wealth.“ The editorial also charged 
that employes of Ford’s would lose their 
positions if they went to the border as 
members of the national guard.

NEW YORK, Sept. 7.—A strike was 
begun on the subway and elevated lines 
of the Interborough Rapid Transit Co.

Signing Individual Contracts. 

The New York Railways Co. an- 
nounced that its recent agreements. with 
its employes were abrogate. -ffective 
today, and that the work had been be- 
gun of signing individual contracts. The 
Interborough announced that its men 
who did not strike will receive double 
pay until further notice. 

Throughout the districts involved little 
disorder was reported, although in Har- 
lem and on the Bast Side there were a 
few minor disturbances. About 400 pa- 
trolmen in uniform and plain clothes 
were on duty to guard property and pro- 
tect passengers on cars and at stations. 

Meanwhile traction officials, admit- 
ting that “the gravity of the situatian 
is such that at moment a crisis may 
arise, were providing stocks of provi- 
sicns for the strike breakers, many of 
whom have come from other cities. 

Several instances of elevated trains 
being bombarded with stones and bot- 
tles thrown from roofs were reported 
to the police shortly before 9 o'clock. 
Reserves rushed to the svenes of dis- 
order, entered the buildings and chased 
from the roofs gangs of men said to 
have been seen carrying missiles. 

The union employes of the Interbor- 
ough company voted to strike at 9:30 last 
night and several thousand union men 
immediately scattered through the city 
in an attempt to win over all street car 
employes to their cause. Little of the 
strike was noticeable during the night. 
One elevated train was bombarded with 
brickbats. The passengers were taken 
off and the train sent back empty to the 
terminals with broken windows. About 
midnight several hundred men, many 
of whom wore the union button, crowd-: 
ed into the subway at the Grand Central 
Railway station and induced all the 
ticket choppers and platform guards to 
leave their posts. The company quickly 
filled their places. 

The Public Service Commission has 
started a gener! investigation of «he 
strike and have subpenaed the presi- 
dent and general manager of the Inter- 
borough company and officers of the em- 
ployes’ unions to appear before the cm- 
mission this morning. 

President Shonts of the Interborough 
issued a statement declaring the com- 
pany would fight the union to a finish.” 

Oscar 8. Straus, chairman of the Pub- 
lic Service Commission, at a conference 
yesterday with representatives of the 
union requested that the strike be held 
up pending another attempt by himself 
and Mayor Mitchel to settle the trouble, 
The labor leaders declined.

4000 Strike- Breakers Ready. 

Interborough car barns gave the ap- 
pearance of barracks. Approximately 
4000 men have been housed and fed in 
preparation for the strike order. Most 
of the men were hired by strike-breaking 
agencies at the time of the railroad 
emergency and were taken over by 
the Interborough. In response to a tele- 
gram from Shonts, James T. Waddell 
left Chicago last night for New York 
in a special train to take charge of the 
strike. Waddell, a strike-breaking con- 
tractor, has nearly 6000 strike-breakers 
ready to man cars, he said.

A petition signed by 55 or 60 
per cent of the property owners on the 
street or streets to be used is required. 

Private Enterprises Forbidden. 

Street inspectors are sent out to check 
up the names on the petitions, and if 
an objector is -found, the street fair, 
management is not permitted to place 
any stand or booth in front of his 
place. Another rule is that no permit 
shall be issi¥ed for carnivals or street 
fairs known to be for private profit, or 
under the management of professional 
FLromoters of such events, 

Tf the Street Department has any 
doubt whether a proposed fair is a 
genuine enterprise of the neighborhood 
business men, or the work of promoters, 
the Police Department may be called 
on for advice. In any case where the 
police find fault with the way a fair is 
conducted, the Street Department wil! 
revoke its permit at once, it is an- 
neunced. 

Street fairs and carnivals, got up by 
professional promoters, have caused 
complaints in past years from business 
men, particularly grocers and meat 
dealers, who have said that raffies for 
turkeys and otner fowls interfered with 
legitimate provision business: No raf- 
fles will be permitted this year. 

Dates Already Approved. 

The fairs for which permits have been 
issued are: Cherokee Business Men's 
Association, Sept. 18-24; Wild Hunter 
B. M. A., Sept. 23 to Oct. 1; Cass Av- 
erve B. M. A., Sept. 26 to Oct. 1.

23; James Kiley,’ for business men on 
North Fourteenth street, between Mad- 
ison and Benton streets, Sept. 17-25. One 
of the applications now under in- 
quiry is that of the Easton Avenue.

Last vear the street fair season ran 
until Dec. 1. All stands must be taken 
away within 2 hours after the mes 
closes. Daily removal of rubbish, whilc 
the fairs are going on, will be required.

SENATE. PASSES 
BILL TO PRESERVE 
INDIAN CEMETERY 


Descendant of Wyandotte Chief 
Has Made Long Fight Against 
Desecration of Plot. 


WASHINGTON, Sept, 7.—A bill ap- 


propriating $10,000 for the care and pres- 
ervation of the Wyandotte Indtan Ceme- 
tery in Kansas City, Kan., was passed 
today by the Senate. 

The appropriation follows the con- 
gressional action in revoking an act au- 
thorizing the sale of the grounds more 
than six years ago, which action termi- 
nated the fight of Lydia, Ida and Hel- 
ena Conley, sisters and descendants of 
a Wyandotte tribal chief, to preserve 
the burial grounds of their ancestors. 
Lydia Conley studied law and passed 
a bar examination for the express pur- 
pose of appearing before the Supreme 
Court of the United States in her fight. 
She lost her case there and returned to 
Kansas City, where, with her two sis- 
ters, she erected a fort in the center of 
the old burial grounds and advised the 
people of the city and the Government 
authorities that they were prepared to 
defend the plot against desecration with 
their lives. 

The Government gäve the Wyandottes 
the buria] grounds in 1855 when a treaty 
was made with the tribe. Their deed 
said So long as the grass grows and 
water runs, this spot shall be used as a 
burial ground for the Wyandotte In- 
dians.“ 

The property has greatly increased in 
value and was wanted both for commer- 
cial and park purposes. The Government 
was offered $75,000 for it by the Kansas 
City interests which sought it.

different states. Because of Mr. Wil- 
son’s devision to make only a few po- 
litical addresses away from Shadow 
Lawn, his campaign speeches will be 
made for the most part from the front 
porch. 

Shadow Lawn, so named because of the 
60 acres of beautiful lawns which sur- 
round the magnificent house, is an es- 
tate entirely surrounded by hedges and 
shut in by trees about.a mile from the 
station of West End. The garage is al- 
most as large as the White House. The 
House is within walking distance of the 
ocean. 

Guests at Shadow Lawn. 

President Wilson will have with him 
during his stay at Shadow Lawn, Mrs. 
Wilson, Miss Helen Woodrow Bones, 
his cousin, the Misses Lucy and Mary 
Smith of New Orleans, also cousins, and 
Dr. Cary T. Grayson, the White House 
physician, and Mrs. Grayson.

TWO-THIRDS OF SENATE SAID 
TO FAVOR ISLANDS PURCHASE 


Administration Leaders Hope for Rat- 
ification of Treaty With Denmark 
at Present Session. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—Administra- 
tion Senators have hope of ratifying at 
this session of Congress the treaty to 
purchase the Danish West Indies for 
$25,000,000. After several hours’ discus- 
sion in executive session yesterday there 
were clear indications that more than 
two-thirds of the Senators favored the 
purchase. Another executive session 
will be held late today to discuss tne 
treaty.

Among Republican 
Senators who urged ratification of the 
treaty was Senator Penrose.

GROWD OVERFLOWS 
TEMPLE ISRAEL FOR 
CA. STIX FUNERAL 


Many Persons Have to Stand ad 
Street; Stores Close for 
Half an Hour. 


At the public funeral services for 
Charles A. Stix, president of the Stix, 
Baer & Fuller Dry Goods Co., held this 
morning at Temple Israel, King’s high- 
way and Washington boulevard, the 
crowd was so large that several hun- 
dred persons had to stand in the streets. 
The 1500 seats in the temple were filled 
and the aisles were packed. Men, woin- 
en and children, in all walks of life, 
were there. 

Department stores were closed for a 
half hour, from 10 to 10:30 a. m., in 
honor of Mr. Stix. During the same 
time work was stopped in all factories 
which are members of the St. Louis Gar- 
ment Manufacturers’ Association. Mr. 
Stix's store, the Grand Leader, was 
closed for the day. 

In the funeral sermon Rabbi Leon 
Harrison said that one of the biggest 
tributes to Mr. Stix was the fact that 
there were more Catholics and Protest- 
ants than Jews in the temple for the 
services. Rabib Harrison continued: 

“The heart of Israel, that ancient 
mother, grieves for this noble son who 
has passed into the silence, and Israel 
points to him as he lies asleep now be- 
fore you all, and says to the countless 
rien of many faiths, ‘Behold the Jew, 
the true Jew. Behold the man who 
built temples for his people’s workshop. 
Behold the man whose generous hand 
built hospitals and orphanages and 
schools. Behold the lover of humanity, 
doing justice, loving mercy, and walk- 
ing humbly with God. 

Gave to All Churches. 

There was no limitation of race or 
creed to the abundant help that flowed 
from these generous hands. No church 
was denied, and no charity—of Catholic 
or Protestant, as well as of their own 
people. The good Catholic priest’s home 
for the friendless, with no other refuyze 
in the world, the home for the little 
lads of the street, came to him, and 
never in vain. Indeed, he came to them. 
There was never a holiday season when 
he did not gather up a great collection 
of toys and send them out to the little 
orphan boys and girls that had no fa- 
ther or mother to rember them. But our 
friend thought of them when all the 
world was gay and so many were for- 
getful of their little brothers and sis- 
ters that had no one to help them. 

J think that Father Dempsey and 
Father Dunn and the Protestant pastors 
of the Lutheran Orphanage and many 
other Houses of Mercy will say ‘Amen’ 
to these words of a Jewish rabbi, spoken 
over one of his own people. 

“But success to him, money, power. 
was simply an instrument, a staff in 
his hand as in the hands of Moses of 
old, an emblem of leadership and serv- 
ice. With these powers and faculties 
that were his, he served his city loyal- 
ly. He led great civic movements. He 
illustrated in a high degree the local 
patriotism that we all so sorely need. 
For he loved the city in which his life 
was spent. He did his utmost for its 
government, for civic beauty, for mu- 
sic and the drama, for all the great 
agencies that make for culture.“ 

Every Rabbi in City There. 

Every rabbi in the city, wehther or- 
thodox or reformed church, was at the 
funeral. There was a profusion of 
flowers in the temple, and the interior 
walls were draped in black. Mr. Stix’s 
pew was empty, but it was draped in 
black and covered with flowers.

CAMPAIGN POLICY 


Mrs. Catt Presents New Resolu- 
tion to Indorse Move for 
Federal Legislation. 

— 

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Sept. 7.—Del- 
egates to the annual convention of the 
National Americar Women Suffrage As- 
scciation had another debate today on 
the method of conducting its campaign 


in the future. It was thought this ques- 
tion was settled yesterday when the as- 
sociation voted to continue its present 
policy of pressing both national and 
State legislation to bring about woman 
suffrage, but just before adjournment 
Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt, president, 
offered a resolution interpreting that 
article of the association’s constitution 
which pledges auxiliaries to secure votes 
for women by national and state legis- 
letion to mean that the Federal amend- 
ment is the immediate and principal aim 
and that efforts, whether by legislature 
or referendum, are only preparatory to 
that end. 

The presentation of this resolution 
caused a stir among delegates favoring 
states rights and only the adoption of a 
m6tion making the consideration of the 
resolution a special order for today shut 
off debate. Miss Laura Clay of Ken- 
tucky is bitterly opposed to the Catt 
resolution and declared she would take 
the floor against it. Administration 
leaders in the association said they ex- 
pected the resolution to be adopted. 

Mrs. Catt in her annual address today 
pictured the suffrage movement as having 
reached a crisis which means that The 
Women’s Hour Has Struck!“ Earnest- 
ly, she exhorted the women not to lose 
heart, but to recognize the present op- 
portunity which, if seized with vigor. 
enthusiasm and will, means the final 
victory Of our great cause in the very 
near future.“ 

To my mind,” she said, the insist- 
ence of the enfranchisement of the 
women of our land by Federal amend- 
ment, is the only self-respecting course 
to pursue.“ 

Mrs. Catt reviewed the fight for suf- 
frage in many states and the obstacles 
it had met from the liquor interests, 
and charged there had been widespread 
resort to illegal practices to defeat suf 
frage, whereas in a majority of the 
States of the Union—in 25 of them—there 
was no provision made by law for any 
form of contest or recount on a referen- 
dum. Political cofrupters may, in 
these states, bribe voters, colonize vot- 
ers and repeat them to their heart’; 
content and redress of any kind is prac- 
tically impossible.“ 


Majority for Strict Neutrality. 

Virtually all the speakers yesterday 
declared for strict neutrality in the 
presidential campaign and to continue 
the nonpartisan efforts of the associa- 
tion to bring about equal suffrage 
throughout the United States. 

The question of policy came before the 
convention in the form of two proposed 
amendments to the organization’s con- 
stitution. One proposed that the asso- 
ciation drop work on state legislation 
end concentrate on the proposed amend- 
ment to the Federal Constitution. The 
other provided that the association cease 
its efforts in behalf of the Federal 
amendment and confine its activities to 
getting woman’s suffrage by states. The 
amendments were defeated by a viva 
voce vote in which few affirmative 
voices were heard. Then Mrs. Carrie 
Chapman Catt, president of the asso- 
ciation, presented the following resolu- 
tion: 

„That the forty-eighth annual con- 
vention of the National Suffrage Asso- 
ciation interpreted article 2 of the con- 
stitution, which pledges our auxiliaries 
to secure the vote for women by appro- 
priate national and state action, as 
meaning that the Federal amendment is 
our immediate and principal aim; and 
that all state campaigns, whether legis- 
lative or referendum, are preparatory to 
this end.“ 

Miss Clay immediately attacked the 
resolution as undemocratic and ‘as nul- 
lifying the action just taken by the 
convention. 

Mrs. Catt opened yesterday's discus- 
sion and amused the delegates by stat- 
ing that Charles E. Hughes, the Repub- 
lican presidential nominee, had told her 
that the Republican platform came near- 
er to what the suffragists want than 
that of the Democratic party and that 
on the other hand, President Wilson 
told her the Democratic platform was 
nearer to woman suffrage than tpe Re- 
publican platform.

UN OWEN BILL 


Senator Ashurst Shakes Fingers 
Under Curtis’ Nose in Cor- 
rupt Practice Discussion. 


REFERENCE. TO LOBBY 


Kansan Opposes Action on 
Measure at This Session; 
Favors Legislation Later. 


— 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 7. — The Owen 
ecrrupt practices bill was made the ve- 
hicle for several hours of acrimonious 
political debate in the Senate yesterday. 


Senators Curtis of Kansas, Republican, 
and Ashurst of Arizona, Democrat, fur- 
nished the excitement in an interchange 
which looked for a few minutes as if it 
might result in a personal encounter. 

The Owen bill would restrict cam- 
paign expenditures of candidates, for 
the Senate, the House and for the 
presidency and vice presidency to a 
greater extent than existing laws. 

Senator Curtis argued that such a 
measure passed when a campaign is half 
over which might work unfair against 
men who have already spent the stipu- 
lated amount. He advocated a more 
stringent law than that proposed and 
cne that would particularly restrict the 
use of the congressional frank to pre- 
vent Senators or Representatives from 
sending out campaign appeals at Gov- 
ernment expense. He read a letter from 
Senator Ashurst to a constituent reciting 
his. record as a basis for support and 
said he understood that 70,000 of these 
had been franked out, in violation of 
the privilege. 

“If the Senator charges that this is 
a violation of the law,’’ said Senator 
Ashurst, when he got the floor, ‘‘he 
has sweetbreads for brains.“ He ex- 
plained that his letter had been sub- 
mitted to and approved by the Post- 
master-General and one of his assist- 
ants as being matter which could be 
franked and told how former President 
Taft when in the Philippines, and Sec- 
retary of War Root exchanged cable- 
grams at 52 cents a word, paid by the 
Government, to discuss Mr. Taft’s 
health and a horseback ride. 

Calling Senator Curtis the pharisee 
“rom Kansas,“ and brushing aside sev- 
eral chairs, he strode across the center 
aisle and shook his finger. under Senator 
Curtis’ nose. Senator Smoot, seated 
just between the two, moved back in 
mock alarm as Senator Ashurst ap- 
proached. Senator Curtis smiled, but 
kept his seat. 

A little later Ashurst turned on Sen- 
ator Penrose, who said he had not no- 
ticed a copper lobby’’ around the Cap- 
itol whose members had been talking 
with the Arizona Senator. 

“Tf,” said Ashurst, the Senator 
means to say that my vote has been in- 
fluenced by a copper lobby or any other 
lobby, he lies.“ Several Senators object- 
er to this language and Senator As- 
hurst, after explaining he had said if 
agreed to withdraw his remark. 

Several Senators told of large contri- 
butions to campaigns in various states. 
Senator Owen said former Representa 
tive A. Mitchell Palmer of Pennsylva- 
nia had stated that $750,000 was spent in 
one Pennsylvania election. Senator Pen- 
rose, in answer, said that Palmer’s 
statement had never been supported by 
evidence and declared he could give bet- 
ter proof that several hundred thousand 
dollars had been spent in Oklahoma in 
the recent primary campaign which re- 
sulted in the renomination of Senator 
Owen. 

Senator Pomerene said Myron T. Her- 
rick and the Myron T. Herrick Voters’ 
League in Ohio spent more than $51,000 


in the recent primaries, which chose | 


Herrick as the Republican 
candidate. 

Senator Curtis asserted it was well 
known the Democrats were in favor of 
the bill because Secretary McAdoo and 
other Cabzinet members already have 
raised all the money the Democrats 
need in this campaign. He said $200,000 
already has been sent into one State by 
the Democrats.

The striking moving van drivers are going back 
to work, having won a substantial increase. The 
drivers are to get $17 a' week. After a long, cost- 
ly and annoying struggle, a combined strike and 
lock out, the Grafeman Dairy. has set a good ex- 


which, according to the union representative, the 
drivers are to receive a compensation for their 
work that will satisfy them. This gives hope of 
a settlement of the whole trouble. 

With the settlement of the moving van drivers’ 
strike comes the announcement of an increase in 
rates for moving. The public will have to pay 
the increase. Moving not being as strictly a 
necessary of life, it is not expected that the pub- 
lic will make a strong protest against the in- 
crease in prices for moving. But the dairy own- 
ers who still hold out know that an increase in 
the price of milk, in order to meet the demands 
of their drivers, would result in-a protest that 
might cause them serious trouble. 

As for the public, it lacks the means to find 
out whether the dairy owners are able to meet 
the increase in wages demanded. Under a law 
similar to that in force in Canada, an investiga- 
tion would now be going on that would throw 
the necessary light on that question. The $15 a 
week the milk wagon drivers have been getting 
and which is all the dairy owners were willing 
to pay, is not enough for a man to support 
himself and his family with existing prices. If 
an investigation showed, as it probably would, 
that the employers could pay more and get a rea- 
sonable profit, public opinion would effect a set- 
tlement of the strike. We need a law providing 
for investigation.

„Between these partisan opinions, which cannot 
interest the growing number of persons not in any 
party, the independent press serves the admirable 
purpose of giving us some notion what the unpoliti- 
cal opinion of the country is. 

‘‘Ign’t that an abominable situation? Think of the 
miles of editorial type thrown away upon partisan 
prejudice when the country would give its eye teeth 
to know exactly what its opinion is! We laugh at 
Europe, which colors its war news with its own 
passion until we must do our reading between the 
lines, as if we were not doing the same thing in 
a way every day. 

It is sometimes said that parties are indispensable 
to a democracy; and it may be so. If it is, we are 
paying a very dear price for them in this country. 
Think of the things said of Mr. Wilson—a man who 
has put the presidency back to that high plane which 
it has enjoyed less than six times since the republic 
was founded, Think of the absurd mess into which 
Mr. Hughes, who was leading a ce sincere life on 
the Supreme bench, has gotten himself. 

Mr. Wilson has remade the Democratic party 
from an old one-gallus organization of broadhats and 
bagpants into a modern progressive party. If he 
wins this campaign, he will have put the Democratic 
party upon a par with the Republican party, and 
bridged the great gulf between the minorities of 
Bryanism and the lopsided majorities of the Roose- 
velt era.
